As they 
camo within range ho opened Dro on 
them, killing three out of four of them. 


"Thirty dnys lnt->r other prospectors 


landed nn the Island and found the 
surviving ono of tho four lying beneath 
an overturned boat, half crazed and 
stnrvlng. They tool: him with them 
to Unalaskn, where ho told his terri- 
ble sto.v to t!io commanding officer of 
the Mnonlnff, and that veinc! net out 
Immediately for tho Island.
